Britain Peril 
QtedinTalk 
By Churchill 

LONDON. June 11 01— Prime 
MiniBter-Wlnston Chnrehlll said to- 
day Britain Is In peril of losing til 
her possessions and glory because 
she la dangerously near ecanomlo 
banlcruptey. 

Churchill gave bla wamlngi dra- 
matically during a speech at a 
luncheon of the British Press asso- 
ciation. 

Britain, he said, la itandlng on a 
"Ixcacherous trsp door" which may 
fall beneath It at any time. 

He was urging newspaper men to 
put the facts ot Britain't economic 
plight before Britons and the world 
when he startled hla hearers with 
his warning. 

'I would not nty thli (o you If 
was not your duty to espose any 
facts, however unpleasant, which 
may be b ro ught to yo ur noUce from 
thwtworthy sources." he declared. 

"Do not b« afraid of telling the 
British people ugly thhigt. Britain 
can take It, 

"This Is not a cry ol despair. It Is 
the alert that I am sounding. It Is 
more than the alerL It Is the
